The  Council  of  The  Scottish  Academy,  on  the  present  oc¬ 
casion,  feel  no  ordinary  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  announce 
to  their  countrymen  the  progressive  advancement  and  prosperi¬ 
ty  of  an  institution  which,  they  feel  assured,  is  identified  with 
the  best  interests  of  Scottish  Art.
